THE SURVEY 


Let’s talk about the survey for a little while. We 
received only 8 responses out of about 200 
members, which means it is hardly representative 
of the club as a whole, but at least it’s something. 

Everyone who responded agreed that the club is 
meeting their expectations, but there could be 
improvements. Someone mentioned conventions. 
One thing that has been missing for some years 
now is a WTFDA convention in the summer. The 
conventions in the east were well attended. We 
have the funds to pay for all convention costs. We 
just need people to host the conventions. That’s the 
tough part. So if someone wants to host a 
convention, let somebody know. It won’t cost you 
any money, just some time. 

One person thought that the VUD would look 
better if it were all in single columns. 

Another person laments the lack of DX reports in 
the VUD and that’s a concern with me also. The 
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maddening thing about this hobby is the fact that it’s so fragmented. A few people post here and 
another few people post there and they are all in their own little groups all to themselves. You see 
that everywhere now. 


Back in the day, the VUD was full of DX reports which were then 
archived for posterity. You could go back to the July 1976 VUD and 
read what the conditions were back then and what stations were 
heard or seen. You’d have a record of skip and tropo openings. The 
VUDs were a valuable resource tool but that era seems to be over. 
(Go to http://www.wtfda.org to read the July 1976 issue). 

Do we have to resort to taking posts from Facebook and posting 
them in the VUD, like we did a month or two ago, just so we have 
some DX reports? Honestly, | thought someone would mention this, 
but nobody has. Should the VUD mainly consist of TV News, FM 
News and Facilities? At least two people thought we should have 
more DXer interaction in the VUD. 

And yes, | know there are at least a dozen other reasons for the 
lack of reports, many related to the fact that this is 2018 and, for 
many people, DXing is done differently now (SDRs) and also the 
fact that there are probably fewer people, for whatever reasons, 
actually doing the DXing, especially TV DXing with analog gone. 

Someone thought we should encourage our veteran members to 
write articles about themselves for the VUD, and possibly include a 
photo or themselves and/or their shacks. That sounds like a great 
way to learn about your fellow DXers and | seriously doubt anyone has a boring story to tell. If anyone 
wants to do this, either write or type something and send it in for VUD publication. Just write it. 

The WTFDA Bulletin Board was mentioned a few times. Nobody knows about it or what it’s for. The 
WTFDA Bulletin Board is a real-time prop logger where members post their DX as they receive it. 
This board is modeled after the tvfmskiplog at DX World, which has a great probability of closing in 
mid-June. Access requires a password, which you can get from myself or Ed Phelps (nn2e-at- 
vci.net). If you’re used to posting there, you can continue posting on our site when the other one 
closes. There’s a good group of people there to welcome you. http://wtfdadxbb.vci.net 

We had one comment that stated that the WTFDA Forums is underutilized, and | tend to agree with 
that comment. Sometimes you'll find that 25 individuals have logged in there on a given day, and then 
just five or six the next. Recently | went into the admin section and deleted about 50 user accounts 
who had registered at least three years ago and had never returned. But there is a tremendous 
amount of information for DXers there and a core group of WTFDA members to answer questions. In 
addition the VUD is uploaded to the Members area every month, in case you delete your copy. 

Other requests were to have WTFDA Statistics printed in the VUD once a year, have more original 
content in the VUD and to publicize the club and the VUD more aggressively on Facebook, which 
we've just tried. We've offered a free download of the May VUD on the TV & FM DxXing group to help 
show the ignorant out there who we are. Unfortunately the “I want it free or forget about it” attitude is 
everywhere these days, even if dues are a ridiculously low 83 cents a month. 

And that is it for June. Let’s hope the Es season starts soon! If anyone has any comments or 
suggestions on the above, just email us and tell us. For you FM DXers, remember that there are two 
high-powered Dominican stations on 87.5 and 87.9 plus a strong pirate in Miami on 87.9! Be on the 
lookout! | know | will be. See you all next month. -Mike

KYTV said the tower collapsed Thursday 
morning (April 19) while a crew of seven 
was working on it. 


The noncommercial station is a PBS 
affiliate owned by Missouri State University. 


That station is being repacked from 

channel 23 to channel 16, according to the 
National Association of Broadcasters, and is 
in the FCC's first phase of stations needing 
to move to new channels -- the move must 
be completed by the end of this year.

Suzanne Shaw, VP for marketing and 
communications for Missouri State 
University, confirmed that the crew 
was working on repack-related 
equipment issues rather than routine 
maintenance. "They were adding 
reinforcements to accommodate the 
new equipment associated with 
channel repacking," she said. Shaw 
said the crew was working at about 
the 105 ft.-level of the 1,980 ft. tower 
when they sensed something was 
wrong and were getting off the tower 
when it collapsed. She said there 
were six crew members working on 
the tower, with one fatality--one crew 


member was caught under the tower— 


and minor injuries to others, though 
she said they were non-life 


threatening and that they had all been 


released from a local hospital. The 
university was reaching out to the 
family of the killed worker and 
providing support to the other 
members of the crew, giving them 
transportation and working with them 
on arranging their trip home--they are 
based in Washington State. She said 
the crew was from a subcontractor 
for a larger tower company. Shaw 
said KOZK-TV remains off the air, 
and that the collapse also affected 
the NOAA weather station, but not 
KSMU, the university radio station, 
which was not co-located. Shaw 
said she had no estimate on when 
the station would be back on the 

air, but said they were talking with 
local broadcasters to partner with 
them in some way.

Steve J. Lemay was identified as the victim in the accident, which also 
injured three other crew members. Lemay had 25 years of experience 
and formed Steve Lemay LLC in 2013. 


The tower hosted Ozarks Public Television 's KOZK-TV, a PBS affiliate 
owned by Missouri State University. 


OSHA said it would investigate what caused the accident and if workers 
were complying with OSHA standards. The agency said workers had 
climbed approximately 100 feet up the nearly 2,000 foot tall tower when 
it collapsed. 


According to Ozarks Public Radio station KSMU, the Webster County 
Sheriff's Office is also conducting an investigation and that other 
stations in the region are assisting in getting the station back on

Its immediate list of attention was and continues to be 
focused on these areas: 


¢ The parts, pieces and other metal structures that will replace the affected towers of the Medium Wave 
Transmission Centers of Tagarro and Brazil, Camaguey. All towers at these two centers were completely lost. 
The 9-tower construction team of Radiocuba Granma was assigned to work at the Tagarro Transmitting Center, 
while the Camaguey tower construction crew was sent to Transmission Center at Brazil, Camaguey. 
A group of technical management specialists were at the Radio Reloj Transmitter Center in Villa Clara with the 
mission of repairing the tower and getting the station back on the air. 


The broadcast tower under construction at the Coffee Transmission Center at Ciego de Avila 
was seriously affected, and had to be completely dismantled. radiq/uba 
The construction team from the Construction and Assembly Division of Radiocuba was sent 
to Villa Clara for multiple repairs of equipment. 

Matanzas and Mayabeque Radio & TV facilities were damaged, but due to a shortage of 

manpower, local authorities were to oversee the repairs. 

Tower contruction crews were sent to Santiago de Cuba to give support for recovery of 

services there. 

Likewise, the Sancti Spiritus tower maintenance crew was made available to support 

operations at Ciego de Avila. 

The tower construction crews of Cienfuegos and Pinar del Rio were put on call for assistance to other areas and 
were to be available for support to any divisions in need.
